A New Drees Reform. 


A cor iplete revolution in the world of | 
lathiers and the clothed may be expected !

alfa peck of salt, half an ounce of eal 
prunella, three ounces of salt petre and four 
-ounds of coarse salt. Rub the hams well 
with this, and lay what is to over 
‘hem. Let them lie three days, then hang 
vem up. Take the pickle in which the hams 
vere, add to it more common salt and water 
ugugh to cover the hams when placed in it, 
waking it strong enough of the salt to boar 
up en egg. Boil and skim it well, put in 
the salting tub and next morning put in 
the hams. Keep them under with weights, 
In a fortnight take them out of the liquor, 
rub them well with brine and hang them up 
to dry. 
To make compound gluc, take very fine 
flour, mix it with white of eggs, isinglass 
anda little yeast. Mingle the materials, 
Beat them well together. Spread them— 
the batter being e thin with gum water 
~on even tin plates, and dry them in a 
stove, then cut them out for use. To color 
them, tinge the paste with verinilion, indigo 
for blue, saffron for yellow, etc., etc. 


For Cleaning Your Wresa. 

Phere are very few women who under- 
stand how to use soap-bark. It is the very 
best cleaning material in use. Nothing else 
cleans a black silk or black woollen iress so 
satisfactorily. Five cents will clean an en- 
tire dress, Itmay be purchased at any 
druggists in the city or country, being com- 
monly used by all tailors in cleaning gentle- 
men sclothes. It may be used to clean al- 
most any dark cloth, but it possesses color 
enough In itself to stain a delicate color. 
The New York Tribune tells how to pre- 
pare soap-bark for cleaning. Pour about a 
quart of boiling water over five cents’ worth 
ofthe bark. Letit boil gently for two 
hours, and at the end of tédis time, strain it 
through @ piece of cheese cloth. Put the 
liquor in @ cleanpail. Have ready asmooth 
board of suitable size, and have the dress to 
be cleaned all ready, ripped shaken and 
brushed free from dust. Lay each picce of 
cloth one after another on the board, and 
sponge it thoroughly on both sides, rubbing 
caretully any especially soiled spots. After 
all the cloth is sponged fill a large tub full of 
cold water,and rinse cach picoe of the goods

It is 
stated that these epidemics occur every yenr, 
and the question is asked whether they are 
due to pollution by sewers or other similar 
causes. An exchange commenting on the 
above statement of the Democrat pronounces 
the article sensational misleading and ab.

strongly. The death of the fish annually in 
large numbers is granted. The theory that 
the late Seth Green introduced the fry of 
this fish into Lake Ontario is mentioned. 

The tish referred to, however, is nov the 
menhaden of the Atlanticcoast, but the river 
herring, alewife, or gaspereau, Its origin 
in Lake Ontario andin interior lakes of 
Weatern New York is involved in obscurity. 
It is believed that it was introduced into 
Lake Ontario with shad, for it was not known 
to occur there until after the introduction 
of that fish. From the best information ob- 
tainable it appears that the alewife does 
not ascend the St, Lay-rence from the Gulf. 
Into Cayuga and Seneca lakes, New York, 
there is reason to believe that the species 
has penetrated of its own accord. Alewives 
have been seen to go upthe canal locks at 
West Troy, and Prof. Hamilton Smith first 
noticed them in the neighborhood of Seneca 
Lake in INSGN, about the time the canals 
were optned and thinks that they might 
have come into those lakea from the Chesa- 

wake or Delaware bays, through Elmira and 
Painted Post. 

The tish from the interior lakes are much 
smaller than those from Lake Ontario, and 
present a somewhat starved appearance. 
This was specially noticed in individuals 
which had been found dead in immensenum 
bers, The spawning season of this alewife 
in Lake Ontario is inJune, and about Angust 
10 the fish disappear, presumably going into 
the deeper water of the lake. 

It is claimed that the fishing apparatus 
used for the capture of edible tish deatroys 
vast numbers of alewives. The dead tsh 
from Seneca lake had the air bladder abnor- 
mally distended, filling the greater portion 
of the abdominal cavity. This distention of 
the air bladder would naturally cause the 
fish to float at the surface.

Our Barley Trade. 


At a meeting of the East York Farmers 
Institute on Monday last Mr. Stopes, the 
English authority who is over here on a tour 
of inspection, delivered an address on ‘‘ The 
Future of Canadian Barley,” during which 
he said that the recent impost which has 
been placed on malt by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment was twice the extent of the former 
duty.

Mideous Feast of the Savages of New) ¢d 


Cuinea. 


_ An attempt made by the Dutch anthor- 
ities in New Guinea to take a census of the 
tribes that ind in cannibalism has 
brought out some in ing facts in con- 
nection with the man-eating habit as prac- 
ticed in various of the world. Lieut. 
Hardenbrock, ted the interfor 
of Duta New Guinea last Winter in search 
of information as to the inhabitants, their 
habits and probable number, was surprised 
to learn that cannibalism is an almost uni- 
versal habit among the natives of the 
interier. 

The leading tribe of Western New Guinea, 
the Matavi, are fierce maneaters and carry

Unlike other tribes in that region, they do 
not build their houses in trees or on rocky 
heights, but openly in the plain or a forest 
clearing. The masters of all they encoun- 
ter, they are too conscious of superiority to 
seek any artificial refuge fro: their enemies. 
And, indeed, the latter are only too anxious 
tokeep away from the hands of the dreaded 
Matavi, 

Fortunately for Lieut. Hardenbrock, the 
Matavi were willing to be on friendly terms 
with the Dutch. They had heard of the 
guns and lightning used by the strangers on 
the coast, and desired to make themselves 
more formidable by obtaining similar 
weapons. This they gave the Lieut. to un- 
derstand by signs, for the interpreter he 
had brought from the settlement could 
not comprehend the dialect of the 
Matavi. Hardenbrock remained in the 
village of the chief for one week study- 
ing their customs and endeavoring to iearn 
something of their language. He found to his 
horror that they were regular cannibals, 
buman flesh and bananas being their daily 
food, varied a little by esculeat roots pro- 
cured in the forest. The intended victims 
were kept like cattle in a corral a short dis- 
tance from the village, but concealed from 
view by intervening trees. Here Hardenbrock 
found fifteen natives, evidently of another 
and inferior tribe, bound with withes of 
pliant but very strong bark stripped from a 
tree peculiar to the Papuan woods. The 
average number slaughtered each day was 
two. The lieutenant noticed that the women 
were disposed of first, being apparently 
mare more delicate and desirable. The 
wretches attempted n> resistance, conscious, 
no doubt, that it would be useless. They 
were led out one at a time and killed by a 
blow on the back of the neck with a heavy 
club, The killing was done just outside 

»the corral and in view of the others, who 
Jooked on without uttering a sound. The 
bodies atter being rudely prepared, were 
baked in a long trench or pit lined with 
hot stones which had been heated in a 
fire near by. The pit was covered wit 
a carpet of earth, and on this were heap- 
ed the pot ashes from the fire, wood 
being occasionally added as fuel. | he pro- 
cess of baking occupied about an hour. Then 
the bodies were taken out done to a beauti- 
ful turn, and conveyed to the village for the 
eannibal meal. 

On the third day of Lieut. Hardenbrock's 
stay in the village more of the men started 
out, armed with spears, bows and arrows, 
and evidently bent on a hostile expedition. 
They left behind the women and children 
and half a dozen men to guard the corral. 
They were gonetwodays, Whenthey return- 
ed they brought with them two of their own 
dead aud twenty-five captives, mostly wo- 
men. The capejives were hurried into the 
corral and secif&ly bound like the others, 
They were then fed on water and bananas, 
The Matavi did not cat their own dead, 
These were immediately puried, with much 
solemnity, in front of the huts in which 
they lived. That night three of the 
captives were cooked as a feast for the hun- 
gry warriors. So far as Lieut. Hardenbrock 
could learn, cannibalism was the rule among 
the tribes of the interior, limited only by 
the ability to obtain victims, as no tribe ex- 
pect in dire negessity,eats ite own members, 

The great island of Borneo is not as much 
givento cannibalism as New Guinea, but 
the Dyaks of the intericr do not waste the 
flesh of their enemies when they go ona 
hunt for heads, The head is boiled and the 
body roasted, and the whole tribe, no matter 
how numerous, has a share of the banquet. 
This habit of cannabalism has as much to do 
with the persistent savagery of the Dyaks 
as head-hunting, as a Dyak belonging to the 
Morvt confessed to the Rev. Father Jackson 
missionary at Sarawak. This young man 
stated that he became a maneater at the 
early age of three years, when he remembers 
having helped his father to pick the bones 
ofanenemy. The fiesh tasted very good, 
and he never objected afterward to taking 
hia share of a cannibal dinner. Asked as to 
what he thought of human flesh as a diet he 
answered, as interpreted. that he had never 
seenany evil effects from it, but that, on 
the contrary. those who indulged in it were 
stronger and more conrageous than the 
tribes not cannibals. The Dyaks made no 
distinction, as to preference, between race 
or sex. Agamatter of fact, most of the 
victimes are males, slain in combat. 


The aborigines of the wilder parts of 


Queensland, Austrelia, are well know to he 
cannibals, and a white man strays among 
them never to be heard of again. They are 
too week and cowardly for open attack, and 
sneak upon their victims unawares. The 
helpless of their own race are devoured 
without regard to age, sex or relationship. 

The old man or woman, unable to totter 
along and doa share of the common labor, 
is speared and eaten, children and grand- 
children, if any there he, sharing in the 
feast. The sick are disposed of in a similar 
way. Explorer Bentinck, who penetrated 
unknown regions of Queensland recently. 
said that the people were heing decimated 
by cannibaliem more than from any other 
cause, and that the old song about the sailor 
who eventually represented the whole crew 
of a vesse] bacanee he had helped to devour 
all the rest had ita illustration in Queens.

The process now 
consists in reducing the bar to such a sized 
rod as may be reqaired for a certain weight 
of barrel, This rod is twisted similar to a 
rope, care being taken to have the twist 
uniform and even, Several of these twisted 
rods are now placed side by side, being 
careful to have the inclination of the twist 
arranged in opposite directions. 

The several rods are now welded together 
with the same care and precision asin the 
revious operation to insure perfectly sound 

a his is now termed a ribbon, and 
is coiled spirally around a mandrel. This 
spiral ribbon 1s now raised to a welding heat 
and ‘* jumped ™ by striking the end —a 
the anvil, thereby welding the edges firmly 
together. From there they are placed upon 
a welding mandrel, reheated, and welded 
from end to end.

Many owners of guns imagine that the 
curly figures of the barrels are simply etched 
on the outeide, when they are, in fact, the 
visible proof of a superior strength, both de- 
sirable and important to every shooter who 
cares for his personal safsty ; for if an iron 
barrel, no matter how strong and thick, is 
defective and does not stand the test the 
defective part will splinter into more or lese 
small pieces, while the Damascus, Bernard, 
and laminated will tear like woollen fabric. 
Fine barrels are not, therefore, marked and 
twisted so neatly and nicely thet they may 
alone look beautiful, but for the reason that 
great lightness combined with greatest dura- 
bility may be produced. 
There is a great diversity of opinion in re- 
d to the relative merits of Damascus and 
resid barrels, but if there be the same 
percentage of iron and steel piaced in each, 
there is no material difference in their dura- 
bility, as the hardness and atrength will be 
the same in each, the only preference being 
a choice in the figure, laminated barrels 
having the preference owing to correct pro- 
rtions of steel and iron to insure @ proper 
degree of hardness without brittleness. The 
various atyles of gun barrels made are twit, 
stub twist, laminated steel, Damascus, de- 
carbonized steel, Kirby steel, and Whit- 
worth ; the latter two the most expensive, 
The barrels for both American and foreign 
guns are al! manufactured in Germany and 
in England.
